Rescission of Contract and 

Investment Return Sought 

in Action 

Jeasie K. Price yesterday filed 
suit against the Osborne-Fitzpat- 
rick Finance Company, the Val- 
halla Memorial Park and others 
for the resciasion of two contracts 
she asserted she had entered into 
‘with the defendants and the re- 
| covery of $600 she said she had

burial ground in inducing her to 
buy the property involved. 

Mrs Price stated she had pur- 
chased three sections in the park 
last September at a price of $1350 
and in November bought a fourth 
section for 730. 

The defendants were declared 
to have represented to the plain- 
tiff that there was a t short- 
age of burial space” in the city, 
that prices for desirable graves 
were prohibitive and that bodies 
were being interred in graves at 
a depth of three feet where other 
bodies viously had been buried 
at a depth of six feet. 

The plaintiff further stated the 
defendants had informed her that 
on account of the population of 
Los Angeles being composed large- 
ly of people coming here because 
of in health and advanced age, the 
death rate was inordinately high” 
and, further, that investors in the 
burial tract would realize im- 
mense profits.” 

The defendants were alleged to 
have told the plaintiff that the 
property she bought for $750 
could be resold in September of 
this year for $4000. 

The plaintiff asked the court to 
declare the asserted contracts re- 
scinded and grant her judgment 
of $600 and interest.

Two important transfers of for- 
eign motorships, h to be added 
to the trade out of this port, were 
announced at Los Angeles Harbor 
yesterday. The Panama motor- 
ship Principio, which has followed 
a stormy career under four flags 
since coming here from Ger- 
many two years ago, was sold to 
a Canadian syndicate, while nego- 
tilations are under way for the 
purchase of the Norwegian twin- 
screw motorship Fieldiand, 2170 
tons, by Graham Brothers, for 
cargo service between this port 
and Catalina Island. 
The Fieldiand, now at Christi- 
ania, Norway, was built in 1919 
at Seattle aw the Norwegian mo- 
torship Semmeltind, and for the 
past two years has been plying in 
the Baltic and North Europe 
freight trade. She is a eister ship 
of the motorship William Dono- 
van, plying regularly out of Los 
Angeles Harbor to Puget Sound. 
It was indicated by her pur- 
chasers yesterday that the Prin- 
cipio will be engaged in trade bo- 
tween California and Central 
American ports the nature of 
which enterprise was undisclosed. 
The Principio. a steel twin-screw 
motorship of 688 tons, was bullt 
at Flensburg, Germany, in 1920 
as the Erna David. She was at 
first used in North Sea 
service and later brought to Los 
Angeles from Hamburg by the 
United Fruit Distributors, Inc., for 
the banana trade and fitted with 
refrigeration apparatus. She has 
subsequently changed hands three 
times.

The Admiral, who served in two 
wars over a period of more than 
thirty years, was more concerned 
with the weather situation in 
Southern California than with 
weighty matters of international 
magnitude. This is his first visit to 
Los Angeles and with inquirin 
glance he scanned the skies an 
asked whether the far-farmed Cal- 
ifornia sun was likely to soar 
through a cloudless heaven today.

AGENT HERE 
TO CHECK UP 
ON DOLLEY 


Charges Against Dry 
Officer Sufficient for 
Federal Inquiry 


That charges recently made 
against Harold H. Dolley, chief 
field agent of the prohibition en- 
forcement division, are serious 
enough to warrant full govern- 
menta! investigation, was indicated 
yesterday with the arrtval here of 
A. & Oftedahl, chief of the weat- 
ern section of the intelligence unit 
of the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment. 

it was to Mr. Oftedahl, in his of- 
fice in San Francisco, that Dolley 
last week answered charges con- 
cerning the asserted use of wire- 
tapping devices in Los Angeles and 
elsewhere in order to gain evi- 
dence concerning the operations of 
violators of the Volstead Act. 

Nu the policy of the govern- 
ment, whenever larities are 
charged against any member of the 
Internal Revenue Department, to 
turn the matter over to the intel- 
ligence unit for full investigation 
and report. Upon the reports of 
these investigators, which are made 
direct to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue at Washington, the 
department acts. 

The investigators are empowered 
to question both complainants and 
defendants as well as witnesses, 
and to take this testimony in the 
form of affidavit for submission 
with their report. 

“There is a ruling by the de- 
partment which prohibits me from 
discussing any phase of the charges 
or my investigation until reports 
have been submitted to and acted 
upon by my superiors in Wash- 
ington,” Mr. Oftedah! sald last 
night. “Virtually the only thing I 
can say now is that we are work- 
ing on the case, and that we will 
inquire into every bit of evidence 
„% can get from both sides. Upon 


this evidence our report be 
based.” 

Several days ago Dolley, in a Los 
Angeles interview, averred that 


the wire-tapping revelations and 
other charges were a plot by boot- 
legging interests to “get him,“ but 
he sald that he “had nothing to 
worry about.” 

He is now in San Francisco and 
ie ex ted to return within the 
next few days.
